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(57) Abstract: The present invention presents a system and method of eco- 
nomic analysis and prediction which dynamically adapts to a changing eco- 
nomic environment by selecting or synthesizing an economic model from a 
set of economic models based on the selected modeFs ability to make accu- 
rate predictions about an actual eccMiomic market. Specifically, the method 
and system of the present invention forms a space of different economic mod- 
els (105), forms a behavorial landscape by extracting observables from ex- 
ecutions of the economic models (120), and performs model selection and 
composite model synthesis through optimization (130) over the behavioral 
landscape. 
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
